Following the general strike called to assist the miners, and which 
ended in complete failure, bundreds of thousands of workers, other than 
liners, were unable to get employment. Unemployment figures 
Increased over May and June last by over 650,000. Industry in every line is 
sufferiag, the standard of living has been lowered, and Government revenues 
have failed to such tun extent that the country is faced with a huge deficit 
this yeu Even Canada suffers because of tite inability of the people to buy 
wheat, butter, cheese, and other products we have to export. The 
effect of the miners’ strike on thetr fellow workers is further disclosed by 
the announced inability of the Railwaymen’s Union to meet the levy made 
on it to support the striking miners, No less than 45,000 railway men have 
not yet, been given employment since the general strike in May last, 
while 200,000 more are working only three days a week. The same thing! 
is trie in scores of industries. 

The lesson to be learned from these several sets of conditions is that, 
much as people may grumble about their work, and being obliged to werk, the 
fact remains that in work Hes the salvation of the race. All work and no 
play may make Jack a dull boy, but no work soon results in moral and physical 
Gegeneraiion, The weaklings of the present age on -this continent are 
the sons and daughters of the rich who lack any incentive to work and who, 
finding time hang heavily on their hands, induijge in all sorts of foolishness 
and excesses, They are discontented, unhappy, useless, and fill the night 
clubs and divoree courts. 

On the other hand, real happiness is experienced today by the men and 
women who are doing the world’s work, Work is their salvation and their 
joy. and in their hours of leisure they are both mentally and physieally 
cipable of extracting real fun and enjoyment out of whatever form their 
recreation may take, They find satisfaction and not infrequently glory in 
their works of achievement, and at the same time are adding ta@ the advance- 
ment of their fellow men and the greatness and prosperity of their country.

Britain To See Eclipse 


"Already ‘Getting Excited Over Next 
Year’s Big Event 

Next June the track of the total 
eclipse of the sun will cross ngland 
from Southport to West Hartlepool, 
the first total eclipse path to cross 
| England since 1715 and 1724, and the 
last for at lomst 200 years more, ac- 
cording to Prof, H. T. Turner, F.RS., 
| professor of astronomy at Oxford Unt- 
| versity. 

The eclipse occurs on June 29 and, 
for observers in England, begins 
shortly after the sun has risen, To- 
tality, when the moon completely ob- 
scures the sun, occurs about 6.30 a.m. 
|The duration of totality will be about 
Yrom England the eclipse 
crosses the North Sea, and then north 
lover Norway, in the northern part 
lasting about 45 seconds, Then the 
path leaves the northern coast of Nor- 
way, crosses the Arctic Ocean, north- 
eastern Siberla, and finally the Aleu- 
tian Islands, ending just south of them, 
where the sun sets half eclipsed. 

Most of the astronomers who ob-

poses will probably go to Norway to 
take advantage of the extra length of 
totality.

the World”. Not the least of 
there is to educate the people of 
Canada tosafe their own health, 
and individually to prevent disease 
from entering the citadel of their 
bodies. 

The great volume of svientific 
knowledge that is available on 
such subjects as the diet and hab- 
its of life is often looked upon as 
to complicated and difficult for the 
lay mind. Yet when one con- 
siders the effect that the lack of 
such information has had on hu- 
manity in reducing energy output 
in miminizing its resistance ga- 
pacity, in short, in placing health 
on & lower plane and disease on a 
higher, it is imperative that the 
gospel of radiant and abounding 
health should be preached from 
the housetops, 

By lantern lectures and by ra- 
dio talks, by health exhibits and 
demonstrations atfairs and exhi- 
bitions, and by issuing a large 
quantity of health reading ma- 
terial to the public, the Red Cross 
is directing public thought to tle 
importance of the laws of healthy 
living and the immense value per- 
sonally, publicly and economically 
of maintaining a 
health.
